WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  With  the 
oil-rich  Middle  East  in  turmoil,  Presi¬ 
dent  Carter  asked  Congress  on  Mon¬ 
day  to  approve  a  $616  billion  election- 
year  budget  that  aims  most  new 
spending  at  energy  and  defense 
programs. 

Carter’s  budget  proposal  for  the  1981 
fiscal  year  was  the  largest  in  the  na¬ 
tion’s  history  and  represented  a  $52 
billion  increase  over  this  year’s  federal 
spending.  Military  funding  got  the 
biggest  boost,  growing  from  $127.4 
billion  in  1980  to  $142.7  billion  in  1981. 

There  was  little  new  money  for  most 
domestic  programs,  but  dollars  were 
found  for  job  training,  housing  and 
revenue  sharing  programs  to  mollify 
key  Democratic  factions. 

The  budget  projected  a  $16  billion 
deficit  next  year,  the  final  admission 
that  Carter  has  been  unable  to  fulfill 
his  1976  campaign  promise  to  balance 
the  budget. 

This  year’s  deficit,  which  Carter  had 
expected  to  hold  close  to  last  year’s 
$27.7  billion,  now  is  projected  to  ex¬ 
ceed  $40  billion.  The  sharp  increase 
was  blamed  in  part  on  U.S.  spending 
for  grain  purchases  and  Pakistani  aid 
in  the  wake  of  the  Soviet  Union’s 
military  intervention  in  Afghanistan. 

And  although  the  budget  document 
acknowledged  that  continuation  of  in¬ 
flation  at  more  than  10  percent  this 
year  would  push  most  Americans  into

“Section  170(a)(1)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  code 
provides,  in  part,  that  there  shall  be  allowed  as  a  deduction 
any  charitable  contribution  or  gift  to  or  for  the  use  of 
qualified  organizations,”  Wise  said. 

“Since  it  has  not  been  established  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  IRS  that  the  LDS  Church  had  control  of  the  amounts 
given  directly  to  the  missionaries,  the  amounts  cannot  be 
considered  to  have  been  contributed  to  or  for  the  use  of  the 
LDS  Church,  and  therefore,  fail  to  qualify  as  a  deduction 
under  Section  170,”  Wise  said.

The  bill  passed  42  to  31  and  was  sent 
to  the  Senate  for  further  consideration. 

The  Senate  passed  a  bill  reducing 
the  tax  on  gasohol  four  cents  per  gallon 
at  the  pumps.  The  tax  reduction,  if 
passed  by  the  House,  would  go  into  ef¬ 
fect  July  1,  1980  and  end  June  30, 1985. 

Gasohol  is  a  mixture  of  90  percent 
unleaded  gasoline  and  ten  percent 
grain  alcohol. 

The  other  Senate  gasohol  bill  gives 
alcohol-producing  companies  a  tax 
deduction  from  net  income  franchise 
and  privilege  taxes  of  about  two  and 
two-thirds  percent.  This  reduction  is 
taken  from  an  average  four  percent 
franchise  tax. 

Representative  Jack  Bangerter,  R- 
Bountiful,  said  the  bill  was  designed  to 
give  gasohol  an  extra  boost  in  the  state. 
He  said  he  wants  Utah  to  keep  up  with 
other  states  in  gasohol  production,  es¬ 
pecially  since  President  Carter’s  new 
emphasis  on  its  production. 

Both  bills  were  sent  to  the  House  for 
consideration. 

During  the  afternoon  session,  House 
lawmakers  voted  to  consider  a  joint 
resolution  supporting  the  Olympic 
Boycott  threatened  by  Carter. 
Representative  Samuel  Taylor,  D-Salt 
Lake,  said  the  resolution  was  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  Utah  to  “show  the  world 
where  it  stands.” 

One  legislator  made  fun  of  the 
resolution  saying  the  boycott  was  Car¬ 
ter’s  way  of  “speaking  loudly  and 
carrying  a  small  stick.”  The  resolution 
passed  52  to  11  and  was  sent  the 
Senate.

Tax  and  other  revenues  are  expected 
to  increase  to  $600  billion  in  fiscal 
1981,  which  begins  Oct.  1.  Some  $14 
billion  will  come  from  the  so-called 
“windfall  profits  tax”  that  Congress  is 
expected  to  levy  on  oil-company  earn¬ 
ings.  Personal  income  tax  collections 
are  expected  to  rise  15  percent  above 
the  1980  level  to  $274.4  billion  next 
year. 

This  increase  in  revenue  will  occur, 
the  administration  says,  despite  the 
likelihood  of  a  mild  recession  in  the 
first  half  of  1980  and  sluggish  recovery 
into  1981. 

“If  the  economy  begins  to 
deteriorate-  significantly,  I  will  con¬ 


sider  tax  reductions  and  temporary 
spending  programs  for  job  creation 
targeted  toward  particular  sectors  of 
economic  stress,”  Carter  promised  in 
his  budget  message.  “But  I  believe 
current  economic  conditions  argue  for 
restraint.” 

Reaction  to  Carter’s  budget  was 
mixed,  although  there  was  general 
praise  from  Congress  for  his  decision  to 
increase  military  spending. 

Rep.  Paul  Simon,  D-Ill,  a  liberal 
member  of  the  House  Budget  Commit¬ 
tee,  was  critical  of  the  budget.  He  said: 
“The  president’s  budget  better  gauges 
the  public  mood  than  it  does  the  na¬ 
tion’s  needs.  While  you’re  upping 
defense,  you’re  cutting  aid  to  the  han¬ 
dicapped.”

Heavy  snowstorm 
creates  problems 


A  heavy,  snowstorm  moved  into  Utah 
Sunday  and  caused  numerous  “fender 
benders,”  local  police  said. 

“There  have  been  quite  a  few  acci¬ 
dents,”  said  Sheri  Curtis,  dispatcher 
at  the  Provo  Police  department  Mon¬ 
day  afternoon.  “Sunday  there  were  12 
accidents  and  so  far  today  there  have 
been  six.  These  were  all  non-injury  and 
happened  almost  exclusively  at  inter¬ 
sections.” 

Lt.  Gerald  Nielsen  of  the  Orem 
Police  department  said  damage  due  to 
the  snowstorm  had  been  slight  and  no 
one  had  been  hurt. 

“Last  night  there  were  several  minor 
accidents  on  the  Provo-Orem  diagonal 
because  it  was  very  slick,”  he  said. 

Nielsen  also  mentioned  that  police 
caught  someone  driving  a  snowmobile 
up  1200  North  in  Orem. 

The  storm  is  on  its  way  south,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Ed  Wentworth,  a  member  of 
the  meteorology  department  at  the 
University  of  Utah. 

“Southern  Utah  is  getting  the  worst 
of  it  right  now,”  he  said.  “And  we  can 
expect  a  little  storm  coming  in  from 
the  south  on  Tuesday.” 

The  U.S.  Weather  service  forecast 
occasional  snowshowers  near  the 
mountains  and  partial  clearing  for 
Tuesday.  Temperatures  will  drop  near 
zero  Tuesday  night.  Thursday  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  sunny  and  a  little  warmer. 

The  Utah  Highway  Patrol  was  for¬ 
ced  to  close  some  ramps  to  1-15  Sunday 
morning  due  to  extremely  hazardous 
road  conditions.  Numerous  accidents, 
including  a  15-car  pile  up  on  the 
highway  brought  traffic  to  a  standstill. 

Big  and  Little  Cottonwood  Canyons 
were  closed  Sunday  because  of 
numerous  accidents. 

Nielsen  said  all  roads  are  now  open 
but  chains  are  required  up  Big  and  Lit¬ 
tle  Cottonwood  Canyons. 

Alta  has  received  12  inches  of  new 
snow,  bringing  the  total  to  113  inches, 
according  to  the  Utah  Travel  Council. 
Snowbird  received  10  inches  new  snow 
and  Sundance  has  also  received  10  in¬ 
ches,  bringing  the  total  up  Provo  Ca¬ 
nyon  to  61  inches.  Most  ski  areas  are 
open. 

The  Salt  Lake  City  International 
Airport  reported  3  inches  of  snow  with 
good  visibility.  Runways  have  been 
sanded  and  are  all  open. 

Miss  Curtis  said  sometimes  the 
snowfall  can  aid  in  police  work. 

“The  snow  makes  our  job  much 
easier  since  we  can  follow  the  foot¬ 
prints,”  she  said.  Last  winter  a  store 
had  been  burglarized  and  beer  stolen, 
she  recounted.  “All  we  had  to  do  was 
follow  the  footprints  from  the  store  to 
the  house  where  they  had  gone.  We 
found  them  there  drinking  beer.” 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  President 
Carter  said  today  the  United  States 
must  spend  a  record  $142.7  billion  next 
year  on  strengthening  its  defenses  “to 
contain  Soviet  aggression.” 

The  president  told  Congress  he 
could  not  ignore  “the  implications  of 
terrorism  in  Iran  or  Soviet  aggression 
in  Afghanistan. 

“Our  forces  are  adequate  to  protect 
us  against  today’s  threats,  but  Soviet 
military  capability  is  growing,”  Carter 
told  Congress  in  the  message  explain¬ 
ing  his  budget  for  fiscal  1981,  which 
begins  Oct.  1. 

Defense  Secretary  Harold  Brown  in¬ 
dicated  the  administration  may  come 
back  to  Congress  later  to  ask  for  still 
higher  military  spending  “in  light  of 
events  that  have  occurred  in  the  world 
after  the  fiscal  1981  budget-  -was- 
finalized  in  late  December.” 

As  for  ratification  of  the  SALT 
treaty  which  would  limit  both  Soviet 
and  American  strategic  nuclear 
weapons,  Brown  said  the  Carter  ad¬ 
ministration  has  “by  no  means  aban¬ 
doned  the  idea.” 

But  he  said  that  “we  would  have  to 
consider  substantial  expansions”  in 
U.S.  nuclear  weapons  programs  if  the 
Soviets  “expand  their  capabilities  or 
begin  new  programs  that  would  be 
prevented  under  the  SALT  II  Treaty.” 

Carter’s  request  for  record  defense 
spending  probably  will  be  welcomed 
by  many  members  of  Congress  because 


the  Afghan  invasion,  following  the  Ira¬ 
nian  revolution  which  exposed  the 
weakness  of  the  U.S.  position  in  the 
Persian  Gulf,  has  brought  a  sharp 
swing  in  mood.  Also,  public  opinion 
polls  reflect  a  surge  in  citizen  support 
for  greater  defense  preparedness. 

The  $142.7  billion  spending  request 
is  $15.3  billion  bigger  than  the  fiscal 
1980  total  and  represents  “real 
growth”  —  after  inflation  is  considered 
—  of  about  3.3  percent. 

The  president  proposed  spending 
advances  all  across  the  spectrum  of 
U.S.  defense  programs,  including 
strategic  weapons  such  as  the  new  MX 
mobile  intercontinental  ballistic  mis¬ 
sile,  additional  Air  Force  and  Navy 
fighter  and  attack  planes,  more  new 
warships  and  significant  production  of 
■.the  Army’s  new  XM  tank  if  it  passes 
all  technical  tests. 

A  major  focus  in  the  new  budget  is  a 
start-up  of  two  hardware  programs 
designed  to  give  U.S.  forces  the  ability 
to  reach  distant  areas  such  as  the  Per¬ 
sian  Gulf  quickly  in  emergencies,  and 
to  fight  when  they  get  there. 

One  intriguing  aspect  of  Carter’s 
defense  budget  is  a  request  for  about  a 
50  percent  increase  in  research  to 
develop  a  weapon  to  destroy  hostile 
satelites  in  space.  The  request  for  next 
year  totals  $124.9  million.  Defense 
Secretary  Brown  said  this  research 
should  be  pushed  “while  we  attempt ... 
to  negotiate  with  the  Soviet  Union  in 
this  area.”

Off-shore  collision  sinks  boat 


ST.  PETERSBURG,  Fla.  —  A  180-foot  Coast 
Guard  vessel  collided  with  an  oil  tanker  Monday 
night  and  sank  with  53  persons  on  board,  officials 
said. 

A  fishing  boat  picked  up  19  survivors  from  the 
Coast  Guard  buoy  tender  Blackthorn  within  an 
hour  of  the  collision  while  helicopters  and  other 
boats  were  sent  to  attempt  to  rescue  the  others, 
Coast  Guard  Petty  Officer  Lance  Jones  said. 

“We  don’t  know  how  many  injuries  there  are 
yet,”  Jones  said. 

It  was  not  known  how  many  crew  members  were 
aboard  the  oil  tanker  or  their  status. 

There  was  no  immediate  word  whether  any  oil 
was  spilled  from  the  Texaco  Capricorn,  which 
collided  with  the  Blackthorn  at  about  8:35  p.m. 
EDT  less  than  a  mile  west  of  the  Sunshine 
Skyway  Bridge  connecting  St.  Petersburg  and 
Sarasota.

The  Mooney  M-20  was  flown  by  John  Alfred 
Shelton,  51,  of  Salt  Lake  City  and  carried  his  wife, 
Fahn  Louise  Shelton,  47,  said  Tooele  County 
Sheriff  Walt  Shubert. 

“We  recovered  the  first  body  at  12  feet  in  what 
was  left  of  the  cabin  and  the  other  body  was  next 
to  it.  The  propeller  and  engine  were  at  14  feet.  It

said. 

Federal  investigators  had  not  determined  the 
cause  of  the  crash,  he  said.

War  II.” 

In  his.  own  state  of  the  union 
message,  Kennedy  also  called 
for  a  six-month  wage  and  price 
freeze  and  immediate  gasoline 
rationing. 

And  the  Massachusetts 
Democrat,  whose  loss  to  Car¬ 
ter  in  the  Iowa  precinct 
caucuses  last  week  prompted 
speculation  about  the  future  of  EDWARD  M-  Kennedy 
his  candidacy,  declared  he  was  in  the  race  to  stay. 

There  was  no  immediate  response  from  the 
White  House,  but  Carter  has  opposed  mandatory 
wage-price  controls. 

Kennedy’s  gasoline  rationing  plan  follows  the 
lines  of  the  president’s  standby  proposal  which 
Congress  approved  last  year.  Kennedy  supported 
the  standby  rationing  plan. 


ISLAMABAD,  Pakistan  —  Islamic  foreign 
ministers  passed  a  resolution  early  Tuesday  con¬ 
demning  the  Soviet  military  intervention  in 
Afghanistan  as  “a  flagrant  violation”  of  inter¬ 
national  laws. 

The  ministers  from  34  Moslem  nations  also 
suspended  Afghanistan’s  membership  in  the  in¬ 
ternational  Islamic  organization. 

Other  resolutions  before  the  emergency  meeting 
that  opened  Sunday  deal  with  the  Palestinian 
issue  and  Iran,  spokesmen  reported  Monday. 

The  Soviet  Union  has  sent  up  to  100,000  troops 
into  Afghanistan  to  help  the  pro-Soviet  Afghan 
government  in  its  fight  against  anti-communist 
Moslem  rebels,  and  the  Islamic  diplomats  were 
harsh  in  their  condemnation.

Senate  votes  to 
snub  Olympics 


WASHINGTON  (AP) 
—  The  Senate  Foreign 
Relations  Committee 
voted  14-0  on  Monday  to 
urge  American  athletes 
and  sports  fans  to  snub 
the  1980  Olympics  in 
Moscow  if  the  Inter¬ 
national  Olympics  Com¬ 
mittee  allows  the  Games 
to  proceed. 

The  panel  called  on 
the  international  com¬ 
mittee  to  agree  to  the  re¬ 
quest  made  by  the  Un¬ 
ited  States  Olympic 
Committee  on  Saturday 
that  the  games  be  can¬ 
celled  or  transferred  if 
Soviet  troops  remain  in 
Afghanistan  beyond  the 
Feb.  20  deadline  set  by 
President  Carter. 

The  Senate  commit¬ 
tee  also  urged  that  the 
international  committee 
“give  urgent  considera¬ 
tion  to  the  creation  of 
permanent  homes  for 
the  Summer  and  Winter 
Olympic  Games,  in¬ 
cluding  one  in  Greece, 


Osmond  concert 
has  tape  dispute 


Television  cameras 
from  both  KBYU  and 
KUED-TV  were  on  hand 
to  record  the  Osmond 
concert  Friday  and 
Saturday,  yet  neither 
station  has  a  tape  of  the 
performance. 

Remote  video  tape 
units  were  hired  from 
both  stations  in  order  to 
provide  the  coverage  the 
Osmonds  desired,  said 
Osmond  spokesman  Ron 
Clark.  “This  was  the 
biggest  thing  the  Os¬ 
monds  have  done,”  said 
Clark,  “and  we  felt  there 
was  a  need  to  have  it 
recorded.” 

A  tentative  offer 
“which  amounted  to 
trading  the  cost  of 
production  for  the  right 
to  broadcast,”  was  rejec¬ 
ted  by  KBYU  for  two 
reasons,  said  Joe  White, 
general  manager  of  the 
station. 

“We  saw  right  away 
that  it  was  going  to  be 
an  extremely  expensive 
production,”  said 
White.  “It  isn’t  the  type 
of  programming  that  we 
have  on  KBYU.” 

The  Osmonds 
deliberated  over  how  to 
record  the  concert, 
White  said.  Some  talk 
was  given  to  using  film 
cameras  to  record  the 
event,  but  that  was 
ruled  out  as  too  expen¬ 
sive,  he  said.  Eight  video 
tape  cameras  were 
finally  decided  on. 


KBYU  and  KUED  were 
hired  because  “we  and 
Channel  7  are  the  only 
companies  in  the  area 
with  large  remote 
units,”  said  White. 

When  asked  what  the 
Osmonds  intend  to  do 
with  the  tapes  of  the 
concert,  Clark  said, 
“That  has  yet  to  be 
determined.”  He  added 
that  the  family  wants  to 
take  a  look  at  the 
product  and  then  decide 
what  to  do  with  them. 

“There  is  a  very  wide 
foreign  market  for  the 
Osmonds.”  said  Clark. 
“We  may  decide  to 
release  it  through  the 
networks  or  through  syn¬ 
dication.”  If  and  when 
the  final  production  is 
released,  KBYU  will 
have  the  opportunity  to 
purchase  and  air  it, 
Clark  said. 


More  quakes  predicted 
for  Northern  California 


'  SAN  FRANCISCO  (AP)  — 
Scientists  are  warning  that 
Northern  Californians  can  expect 
more  earthquakes  following  nine 
sizable  tremors  in  the  last  four 


“Earthquake  sequences  of  this 
type  are  relatively  common,”  said 
Dr.  Robert  Uhrhammer,  a 
researcher  at  the  University  of 
California  Seismographic  Station 
in  Berkeley.  “We  think  the 
sequence  will  continue  for  several 
days  or  possibly  weeks. 

“The  others  will  probably  be 
smaller  and  further  apart  in  time. 
We  have  no  way  of  telling  for  cer¬ 
tain,  but  it  is  likely  that  the  worst 
•is  over.” 


The  latest  tremor  rattled  the 
Livermore  Valley  30  miles  east  of 
San  Francisco  —  site  of  Thursday’s 
big  earthquake  —  at  2:58  a.m. 
Sunday,  causing  widespread  minor 
damage  but  no  serious  injuries, 
authorities  said. 


The  earthquake  registered  4.0  on 
the  Richter  scale,  not  so  violent  as 
the  5.6  quake  that  shook  the  area 
at  6:33  p.m.  Saturday. 


Sunday’s  quake  was  the  ninth 
since  Thursday  to  register  a 
magnitude  of  at  least  4.0  —  in¬ 
cluding  six  aftershocks  between 
Thursday  afternoon  and  Friday 
morning.  There  also  ’  have  been 
about  100  minor  jolts.

That  move 
came  after  a  plea  for  a 
permanent  Olympic  site 
in  Greece  from  Sen.  Bill 
Bradley,  D-N.J.,  who 
competed  in  the  1964 
Olympics  and  was  a 
professional  basketball 
star. 

The  resolution  then 
went  to  the  full  Senate 
where  favorable  con¬ 
sideration  was  expected 
promptly. 

The  Senate  resolution 
differs  somewhat  from 
one  that  the  House 
passed  last  week,  386-12. 


“Like  any  game,  it  must 
be  played  skillfully,  and 
while  I  can’t  give  stu¬ 
dents  knowledge  they 
don’t  have,  I  can  teach 
them  to  use  what  they 
do  know  to  their  max¬ 
imum  advantage,”  he 
explains. 

Competition  ques¬ 
tions  focus  mainly  on 
liberal  arts  and  general 
science,  says  Britsch.  He 
has  found  from  past  ex¬ 
perience  that  good 
College  Bowl  players  are 
generally  people  who 
read  extensively. 

Britsch  said  the 
College  Bowl  is  the  only 
game  show  ever  to  win 
an  Emmy.  It  was  also 
granted  the  Peabody 
Award  for  excellence  in 
educational  television.

Probe  by  FBI  spreads 


SAN  DIEGO  (AP)  -  Widespread 
denials  followed  a  published  report 
that  an  FBI  probe  of  college 
basketball  has  spread  to  additional 
Western  Athletic  Conference 
schools  and  a  number  of  other  in¬ 
stitutions,  including  the  University 
of  Southern  California. 

The  San  Diego  Union,  quoting 
“reliable  sources,”  reported  Satur¬ 
day  that  the  FBI  had  widened  its 
gambling  and  mail  fraud  probe  - 
which  led  to  the  discovery  of 
alleged  fraudulent  transcripts  at 
the  University  of  New  Mexico  -  to 
include  a  number  of  other  schools. 

WAC  Commissioner  Stan  Bates, 
rebutting  the  report  that  other 
schools  from  the  conference  now 
were  under  investigation,  said 
Monday  he  was  told  last  week  by 
an  FBI  spokesmans  that  to  the 
spokesman’s  knowledge,  no  other 
WAC  schools  are  under  investiga¬ 
tion. 

The  Union  story  did  not  specify 
which  WAC  schools  other  than 
New  Mexico  were  now  being  in¬ 


forthcoming  as  a  result  of  the  New 
Mexico  probe,  but  said  Dr. 
William  E.  Davis,  president  of 
New  Mexico,  is  not  among  the 
targets  of  the  grand  jury. 

The  Union  had  reported  that  law 
enforcement  officials  were  focusing 
on  Davis’  grand  jury  testimony 
concerning  an  ineligible  basketball 
player  who  practiced  with  the 
team.

The  probe  first  surfaced  at  the 
University  of  New  Mexico  when 
law  enforcent  agencies  discovered  a 
sophisticated  gambling  operation 
in  the  Albuquerque  area  had  used  a 
computer  at  the  plant  of  a  govern¬ 
ment  defense  contractor. 

Authorities  said  a  wiretap  then 
produced  evidence  that  New  Mex¬ 
ico  basketball  coaches  had  con¬ 
spired  to  pay  $300  for  a  fraudulent 
transcript  for  a  basketball  player. 

The  investigation  eventually  led 
to  penalties  against  a  number  of 
schools.  New  Mexico  forfeited  all 
six  of  its  football  victories  last 
season.  Oregon  was  forced  to  forfeit 
its  six  football  victories  and  Utah, 
while  denying  wrong  doing  on  the 
part  of  its  player,  -  forfeited  five 
'  victories.

While  his  BYU  teammates  were  running 
roughshod  over  opponents  in  the  BYU  Invitational 
Saturday,  Ed  Eyestone  was  in  San  Mateo,  Calif., 
earning  a  place  on  the  United  States  Junior  Cross 
Country  team. 

BYU’s  premier  distance  runner  placed  second  at 
the  National  Junior  Cross  Country  Championships. 
The  Cougar  freshman  led  most  of  the  way  through 
the  8,000  meter  race  but  he  was  passed  by  Tom 
Downs  of  the  University  of  California  at  the  very  end 
of  the  race.  Eyestone  recorded  a  very  quick  24:14.0 
clocking. 

The  U.S.J.C.C.  team  will  compete  in  the  world 
championships  March  6  in  Paris,  France. 

When  asked  how  he  felt  about  his  effort  in  the 
national  competition,  he  said,  “I’m  pretty  happy.  It’s 
not  every  day  you  get  to  go  to  Paris.” 

The  European  meets  use  several  more  barriers 
than  the  U.S.  meets  so  the  high  school  All-American 
will  have  his  work  cut  out  for  him.  By  placing  second 
in  the  national  competition,  Eyestone,  who  is  on  a 
leadership  scholarship  at  BYU,  shows  his  potential  as 
a  long-distance  runner  on  the  Cougar  track  team.  He 
was  the  Utah  state  cross  country  champion 
representing  Bonneville  High  School  in  Ogden. 

While  in  Europe,  the  U.S.J.C.C.  team  will  be  able 


to  experience  even  more  international  cometition  as 
it  may  have  a  chance  of  going  to  Italy  and  participate 
in  a  six-mile  road  race. 


Meanwhile,  the  BYU  men’s  track  team  walked  off 
with  nine  first  place  performances  out  of  15  events 
Saturday.  Schools  participating  in  the  meet  were 
Idaho  State,  College  of  Eastern  Utah,  Weber  State, 
and  University  of  Utah. 

The  big  surprises  for  the  improving  Cougar  track 
squad  were  Goran  Svensson  who  came  up  with  a 
lifetime  best  in  the  shot  put  (54-6)  and  Ricks  College 
transfer,  Cory  Blades  who  captured  top  honors  in  the 
quarter  mile  run  with  a  time  of  50.17. 

Also  turning  fine  individual  efforts  were  the  BYU 
one-two  hurdle  punch  of  Lloyd  Jones  and  Rafael 
Echavarria.  Jones  finished  with  a  time  of  7.20  while 
Echavarria  finished  with  a  time  of  7.26.  The  duo 
speedsters  also  finished  with  good  times  in  the  60, 
440,  and  600-yard  dashes. 

The  Cougar  distance  men  dominated  every  race 
from  the  880  up  with  victories  in  the  half-mile,  one- 
mile,  two-mile  and  three-mile  runs. 

BYU  freshman  Wes  Ashford  turned  in  a  time  of 
1:56.25  in  the  880-yard  run  and  in  the  mile,  and  Doug 
Padilla  (4:14.03)  led  a  one-two-three  sweep  for  BYU 
with  teammates  Scott  Olander  (4:15.94)  and  Phil 
Peterson  (4:19.18)  behind  him.  In  the  two-mile  run 
Larry  Lawrence  won  with  a  time  of  9:08.6.

Owen  loves  'buying  the  farm'

It’s  called  “selling  the  farm”  in  wrestling  circles. 
That’s  when  a  wrestler  can  tell  his  opponent  has 
given  up. 

An  exhausted  wrestler  will  signal  his  intention  to 
surrender  by  offering  his  rival  an  arm,  thus  “putting 
the  farm  up  for  sale.”  The  sale  is  consummated  by 
the  accomodating  opponent,  who  puts  a  quick,  pai¬ 
nless  end  to  a  frustrating  match. 

BYU  wrestler  Donnie  Owen  appears  to  like  the 
“buying”  end  of  wrestling  real  estate  more  often  that 
not,  attested  by  his  unblemished  record  so  far  this 
season,  his  national  ranking  of  seven,  and  his 
philosophy  on  wrestling. 

“Wrestling  is  a  character -builder,”  says  the  17-0 
Owen,  who  captured  his  second  straight  Mountain 
Intercollegiate  Wrestling  Association  title  over  the 
weekend.  “It’s  just  you  out  there  and  no  one  else. 

“Unlike  team  sports  such  as  football  and  basket¬ 
ball,  when  you  lose  in  wrestling,  there’s  no  one  to 
blame  but  yourself,  and  a  lot  of  people  can’t  handle 
that.” 

Combatting  the  stereotype  of  wrestlers  as  big, 
dumb  jocks,  Owens  adds,  “Wrestling  is  a  thinking 
man’s  sport.  You’ve  got  to  know  where  your  body  and 
— » - ....  L-j..  at  ajj  times,  and  that  re¬ 


quires  a  lightening-quick  mind.  The  key  to  wrestling 
is  concentration.’ 

Owen,  the  epitome  of  his  own  ideology,  explains 
that  he  utilizes  “slick  moves”  to  outwit  his  oppo¬ 
nents,  because  as  he  puts  it,  “I  just  don’t  have  the 
muscle  to  do  it.” 

Even  the  untrained  observer  can  perceive  the  air  of 
confidence  that  accompanies  the  polished  158-pound 
senior  on  to  the  mat,  and  it  was  this  same  self- 
assurance  that  helped  him  bring  home  a  WAC  title 
while  posting  a  29-6  record  last  season. 

“Anyone  can  sense  my  confidence,”  says  Owen, 
“and  I  know  it  scares  some,  but  I  don’t  use  it  as  a 
weapon,  I  just  go  out  confident  that  I  can  win.” 

Owen  says  he  can  sense  how  a  match  is  going  to  go 
from  the  first  contact  with  an  opponent. 

“If  he  doesn’t  fight  me  all  the  wav  to  the  mat  in  the 
first  move,  then  I  know  I  can  wail  on  him. 

“If  he  keeps  pretty  good  body  position  and  I  have 
problems  executing,  then  I  know  it  will  be  a  match.” 

Likewise,  Owen  seems  as  sure  about  the  future  of 
this  years  schedule.  “I’m  sure  I’ll  win  the  WAC  again 
this  year,  and  quite  frankly.  I’m  shooting  for  a 
national  title, 


Owen,  who  was  defeated  last  year  in  the  semi¬ 
finals  of  the  Arizona  Invitational  by  the  eventual 
champ  Dan  Zolberg,  admits,  “I  was  too  tense.  At 
times  I  would  be  so  tense  that  I  would  tire  very 
easily.” 

But  Owen  thinks  he’s  found  the  solution  to  the 
problem  in  a  wrestler’s  version  of  bio-feedback. 

“Last  year,  towards  the  end  of  the  season,  I  noticed 
how  relaxed  and  loose  Brad  Hansen  always  was,  even 
before  matches,  and  he  never  got  tired. 

“I  asked  Brad  about  it  and  he  helped  me  with  the 
tenseness  problem,  so  now,  I  stay  very  relaxed  before 
matches  and  my  endurance  is  much  greater.” 

Although  the  NCAA  is  Owen’s  eventual  goal,  right 
now  he’s  concentrating  on  an  undefeated  regular 
season  and  getting  into  shape  for  the  culmination  of 
four  years  of  work  that  will  begin  with  the  WAC 
championships  in  late  February,  climaxed  by  the 
NCAA  finals  in  early  March. 

However,  before  Owen  can  make  a  grab  for  the 
laurel  wreath  at  the  NCAA  finals,  like  all  wrestlers, 
he  must  endure  two  months  of  gruelling  practices  un¬ 
der  the  direction  of  Coach  Fred  Davis,  whom  Owen 
affectionately  calls  a  “slave  driver.” 

Why  does  he  do  it?  “I  love  it,”  says  Owen.  “You’ve 
got  to.”
